In spite of the growing im portance 
of the specialized poultry farm and 
the commercial farm flock the g en er­ 
al farm flock is still the backbone of 
the poultry and egg industry from the 
standpoint of volume of production, 
accouling to Roy C. Potts, chief poul­ 
try m arketing specialist, United S ta t­ 
es D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
The farm flock is rath e r small 
in 
size and is only a small p art of 
the 
activity on the general farm , often 
not being considered a very im port­ 
ant part. 
But in the ag g re g ate more 
than 80 per cent of the total produc­ 
tion of poultry and eggs conies from 
just such flocks. 
Because of its m in­ 
or importance the general farm flock 
is likly to be subjected to some n eg ­ 
lect at times, to be less cared for at 
all times, and to consist of stock that 
has not been highly improved. 
Specialized poultry farm ing, howev 
er, has been on the 
increase 
during 
the last six or seven years and con 
finues to becom more and more im 
portant. 
Specialization 
is 
mainly 
along the lines of egg production. On 
specialized farm s poultry is the sole 
or main business and the owner 
dependent upon it almost exclusively 
for his living. Generally the most up 
to-date methods are employed and the 
most improved stock used. 
The commercial farm flock, on the 
other hand, is not an exclusive e n ter­ 
prise on the farm but is one that

The m ung bean, once known as the 
Chickasaw pea, is not to be recom ­ 
mended as a general farm crop in the 
I nited Stats, says W. J. Morse, fo r­ 
age crop specialist of the United S ta t­ 
es D epartm ent of A griculture, but it 
apparently does have a place in cer­ 
tain system s of our agriculture. 
At 
any rate, it is worthy of more a tte n ­ 
tion than it has received in fhe past. 
The bean is 
an 
excellent poultry 
food, says Mr. Morse, and 
is 
used 
either as a pasture crop when mature 
or sprouted in the same way as oat 
and used for green feed.

sections it has been used as a forage 


c r o p . 
A i n o * t i m p o r t a n t f a c t o r i n t h e 
culture of the crop is its freedom from

In spite of the growing importance 
of th«* specialized poultry farm and 
the c«»mm«*rcinl farm thick the g«*ner- 
al farm flock is «till th«* backbone of 
the poultry ami egg industry from the 
standpoint of volume of production, 
according to Roy C. Potts, chief poul­ 
try marketing «pccialist, United S ta t­ 
es D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
The farm flock is rath er small

Specialized poultry farm ing, howev­ 
er. has been on the

during

«<r main business and the owner is 
d«*pcnd«*nt upon it almost exclusively 
for his living.

A mont i m p o r t a n t f a c t o r in t h «1 
culture of the crop is its freedom from 
attack by the Mexican bean 
beetle, 
which has done so much dam age 
to 
««ther bean crops, especially 
in

Southern States. 
In China the mung bean is used ex ­ 
tensively as hum an food, 
supplying 
the people with 
bean 
sprouts, bean 
vermicelli, and bean gelatin. 
As

food crop in America the mung bean 
will not compete with common field 
peas and beans, but it may find con­ 
siderable use f«»r sprouting.
